TESTIMONY WEARS 
ON MAS, BASSETT

On Stand for Sixth Consecutive 
Day, Divorce Plaintiff 
Breaks Down.

OMAPIA, Neb., Feb, 21.—Fof the sixth 
consecutive day, excepting Sunday, Mra. 
Irannie Rice Bassett was today placed 
on the witness stand in her divorce suit 
against Charles C. Bassett of Washing- 
ton. Mrs. Bassett appears comp*etely 
exhausted by her long testimony and is 
on the verge of a collapse. Yesterday, 
after reaching home, from court, Mrs. 
sussett fell in a faint and remained in 
that conditimn for two hours. 

After an hour of close examination 
today Mrs. Bassett gave way and was 
carried into a private room. A _ physi- 
cian was summoned and the attorneys 
took up other matters. Chester Bassett, 
the 10-year-old son of the Bassetts, was 
placed on the stand, but was ruled off 
temporarily. It was intended to show 
by the boy several cases of cruelty on 
the part of Bassett. Mr. Bassett is yet 
in the city, but has not yet appeared in 
court. He remains closely in his room. 

“I'm through work and on my road to 
hell,” Bassett wrote to his wife when he 
started from Ogdensburg, N. Y., to 
Washington, according to letters offered. 
When Mrs. Bassett recovered sufffciently 
to resume the stand she told of hav- 





' ing letters between herself and Mr. Bas- 


sett pass through the hands of Rev. Mr. 

This was after the separation, 
but before divorce proceedings had been 
instituted. Just before noon Mrs. Bas- 
sett was dismissed from the witness 
but will be recalled before the 
end of the case. 

Mrs. Bassett, testifying yesterday,

M. L. Holman, who, during his 
term as Water Commissioner, con- 
structed the present waterworks, says 
that he is not now at liberty to disclose 
the identity of the London capitalists 
whe are making the investigations. 

Mr. Holman says that his urm has 
nothing to do with legal, finawcial or 
franchise matters. These, he says, will 
be attended to by others. At least a 
year will be required to make the pre- 

minary survey and estimates and ten- 
tative plans. They will be submitted to 
the English syndicate, which will then 
determine whether a Si. Louis subway 
offers a good field for a long-term in- 
vestment. 

- From the investigations already made, 
Mr. Holman is of the opinion that to 
construct and equip a subway in St. 
Louis will cost about $6,000,000 a mile. 
lt is probable, he says, that the syndi- 
cate.will consider the question of build- 
ing a system embracing about 35 miles. 

One of the possibilitfes Is a tunnel un- 
der the river, but Mr. Holman says it 
will be a year before he can give con- 
sideration to this feature of the scheme. 
‘It may be, he says, that connection wili 
be made with East St. Louis, provided 
the subway is built, by means of the 
Wads bridge or the free bridge.

¥ while trying to enter the new water- 
Way at the Hook of Holland. She broke 
In twv, her forward part immediately 
while the passengers and crew 
thered on the stern, where they vainly 

ttempted to use the lifeboats. 
'The Berlin left Harwich at 10 o'clock 
ast night, upon the arrival there of the 
London train with the greater number 
of passengers, who sublisequently lost 
their iives. The steamér should have 
reached the Hook of Holland at 6 o'clock 
this morning and then would have pro- 
ceeded to Rotterdam. 

A great gale was blowing in the North 
Sea when the Berlin started. As the 
Berlin was entering the waterway at the 
entranoge of the River’|Maas she ap- 

rently became unmanagable on ac- 
send ef the foree of the wind, and was 
driven ashore. 


: Life Boats Were Useless. 


The alarm was given, and life boats 
from the shore went to the assist-

through self-support.”’ 

The Product of Experiments. 
Miss Rees says that President Jones 
ntends to pattern the St. Louis factory 
upon the results of all experiments in 
the direction of making the blind inde- 
pendently useful members of society. 
Following the lines of least resistance, 
the factory would be entirely apart 
from-the School. It would, in fact, be} 
maintained by endowment with a board 
possibly appointed by the Governor of 
the State or elected by the interests in- 
volved in its founding. Its aim would 
be to accept all graduates of the trade 
school. giving them employment at the 
trade in which they were most profl- 
cient. 

In no sense would it be a home. The 
employes would be expected to maintain 
their own social status. This would be 
in the line of festering an independence 
of community interest. Contact with 
seeing people, in a social sense, is 
what the utilitarian worker with the 
blind now eoneedes to be the surest 
way to restore them to a competitive 
standing.

Property Owners Complain of 
Wire Companies 
Abuses, 





HIS HANDS ARE TIED 





Intends to Have City Counselor 
See if Law Can’t Be 
Changed. 


The appeals of the property owners 
to City Forrester Meyer to save their 
trees from the ax of the various wire 
concerns of St. Louis have become so 
numerous that the City Forester has 
asked the opinion of the City Coun- 
selor as to what method to use 
to repeal or modify the present or- 
dinance, which empowers the wire 
concerns to cut trees where the limbs 
conflict with the wires. 

If the decision of the City Coun- 
selor is favorable City Forester Mey- 
er will have an ordinace prepared to 
repeal the present ordinance = and 


stop the abuse of trees. 

“There is a question in my mind, 
said City Forester Meyer to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday, “wheth- 
er the ordinance giving the wire com- 
panies the right to trim the trees of 


of the law ag it stands and am pow- |! 
erles to stop the trimming of trees. 
Will Teast the Law. 

“Something must be done to modify 
the present conditions. The trees 
are being trimmed in the top, on the 
Side or anywhere that the branches 
conflict with the wires. Often 80 
much is cut off that the tree is ruined 
permanently, and in some instances 
the looks of the tree are impaired so. 
that it will never be the same pretiy 
7 that it was before. 

“There is not a day passes that I do 
not have a haif dozen complaints from 
property owners about the damage that 
is being done to their trees. I investi- 
gate the cases and find that their re- 
ports are correct, but what can I do? 

The law gives the wire companies the 
right to trim the trees, and does not 
limit the portions that are to be trim- 
med. It merely says parts of the trees 
which impede the wires may be trim- 
med. Half of the entire tree may con- 
flict, and I cannot stop them _ from 
trimming it if it is necessary. An in- 
spector from my office accompanies 
every lineman who gets a_ permit 
to trim the trees, and confers with the 
property owner and does all possible to 
see that the tree is not damaged more 
than is necessary. 

Powerless as the Stands. 

“Only yesterday I was called to recti- 
fy a dispute between property owners 
and linemen of the Union Biectric Light 
and Power Co. Thelinemen used the axe 
npon a branch elght inches in d ameter 
on a fine maple tree in front of Mrs. 
Schulenberg’s reSidence, at 3213 Russell 
avenue. The cutting of this branch 
ruined the tree. I sincerely hope that 
some one will test the constitutionality 
of the ordinance, and I will contribute 
$50 toward the prosecution of the suit. 
Large maples of long years’ growth and 
the pride of the property owner, are 
ruined in looks if not in growth by the 
wire companies.”’:

TEXAS OIL WELLS REVIVED. 


Reaction of Recent Earth Trou- 
bles the Cause. 


Special to the Post-Disprtcih. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Feb. 21.—A sur- 
den revival of many wells in the south- 
western Texas oil fields is attributed 
by experts to the earth’s reaction from 
recent seismic disturbances. At the 
Saratoga field 20 wells, which have not 
produced for many months, are now 
flowing, and five are actually gushing. 
the total production being 10,000 barre! 
a day. The same conditions are re 
ported at Humble and other fields where 
wHbandoned holes were numerous. 

Following the Jamaica earthquake 
there was a sudden decline in the oll 
production and flowing wells ceased to 
produce oil. The oil. Iake in. the Gul? 
grew to immense proportions and it 
was believed the Gulf coast oil fields 
were ruined. The wells that have sud- 
denly revived: are the deepest and range 
from 1800 te 2500 feet, while the shallow 
wells have decreased in production. 

Hundreds of wells had been drilled. to 
950) feet in hopes of getting oil after 
the upper strata began to decline, but 
no oil was found. Now it spurts from 
these abandoned holes. The Gulf coast 
region after the Jamaica quakes drop- 
ped to about 15.000 barrels a day, Is

PRESIDENT IS DELIGHTED 





Traveler Puts Dogs Through 
Their Paces on the White 
House Grounds. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Eli Smith, 
the Alaskan mail carrier, who came 
from Nome, Alaska, with a sledge and 
dog team, reached the White House 
Wednesday and delivered a letter to 
President Roosevelt sent from Nome 
more than fifteen months ago. Smith 
was followed into the White House 
grounds by a large and curious crowd, 
and his team of wolf and Eskimo dogs, 
harnessed to a sled, which had been 
placed on wheels because? the absence 
of snow in this region, attracted much 
attent-on. Smith drove his dog team 
beneath the porte cochere where Quen- 
tin Roosevelt was taken aboard and 
driven about the front grounds of the 


Woite House. 

Smith then left his dogs at the en- 
trance to the White House and went 
over to the executive offices. where he 
met the President. Mr. Roosevelt gave 
Smith a receipt for the letter, which 
will enable the traveler to get $10,000. 
the amount of a bet made that he could 
reach the White House by the overland 
route from Nome. 

Smith left Nome Nov. 
has been 15 months and six davs ein 
route. The President asked Smith 
many questions about the trip and, aft- 
er conversing for some time, requested 
Smith to take his dog team in the 
grounds in the rear of the White House 
and show them to Mrs. Roosevelt and 
other members of the family.

Smith is a rugged specimen of Amer- 
ican manhood.

He wore 
a vest over his heavy woolen. shirts, 
stout trousers and an odd-looking pair 
of rubber shoes of the arctic design. 
His head covering was a heavy cap 
with convenient ear flaps. 

“T lost 20 pounds in my trip across 
the continent,”’ he said, with a strong 
Western accent. 

Being asked with whom he made tlie 
wager, Smith replied it was made with 
E. J. Pierce, and that the money had 
been put up before he had started on 
the long journey. He added that he 
had made the trip from Nome. two 
months and eight days ahead of the 
time allowed him in the wacer: ‘‘Some- 
times when the trail was bad,’’ he add- 
ed. “I did not ride in the sled, but 
took my place in the team, playing 
the part of the eighth dog.

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WASHINGTON’S FORTUNE. 
When Prof. Sparks of the University of Chicago 
says that Washington, if alive now, “might be de- 
nounced*for his swollen fortune,” he merely repeats 
what is said by somebody at about this time every 
year. 
Still, as it comes with a particularly bad grace 
from the University of Chicago, it may be worth 
while to inquire into the possibility of its truth, 
The historical record shows that during his presi- 
dency, Washington was denounced for many things. 
The blame did not “stick,” but he was blamed for 
everything that the active imagination of his oppo- 
nents thought could be made to stick. 

Then, as now, there were denunciations of fortunes 
swollen by unfair or unlawful means. The denuncia- 
tions then were probably as hot as they have ever 
been since, hotter if anything than at any time in 
the twentieth century. The -holders of “swollen for- 
tunes” were suspected of having been as a rule “To- 
ries” in their sympathy during the Revolution and 
when after the adoption of the Constitution they 
made their grand rally to capture the machinery of 
the Government and reunite with their business con- 
nections in London and Liverpool, popular indigna- 
tion was actually fierce. Yet, through all that heat 
of passion. Washington came with no condemnation 
for “swollen fortune.” 

His bitterest opponents conceded not only that 
every dollar's worth he had, actually belonged to 
him, but that he had not taken all that did right- 
fully belong to him. He spared the public treasury 
and the public pocket at the heavy expense of his 
own, 

There is no real change of public attitude toward 
swollen fortunes: The question always is of how and 
where did théir holders get them? Did they earn 
them? Do they actually own them as earners, or 
are they merely holding what they obtained by 
fraud, lawlessness and disregard of property rights?

A report recently issued by the New 
York Audubon Society contains an ap- 
peal for food for winter birds. By pub- 
licity these appeals are gradually 
heeded. Persons who probably never 
gave a thought as to how birds get 
through the winter months have taken 
it upon themselves to look out for the 
little colony near their home. Many 
‘of the birds of the North do not go 
south for the winter, and they have 
their troubles, like the human family, 
and a death rate, according to the Au- 
dubon Society, appallingly great. 
Among those wintering in Central 
Park and the Bronx, New York, are 
the robin, song-sparrow, bluebird, 
myrtie warbler, nuthatch, brown creep- 
er, tree sparrow, white-throated spar- 
row, chickadee and Bohemian wax- 
wing. There are also, among the less 
muSical, members of the crow, blue-jay, 
and woodpecker families that stay in 
the North. During the cold snaps many 
of these birds succumb to the lack of 
food and shelter. The provision made 
for these winter guests consists mainly 
in the tying of pieces of suet firmly to 
the limbs of trees, that the birds may 
peck at them According to the league 
and the Audubon societies, anyone in 
city or country scattering seeds and 
bread crumbs around his home or on 
the window sill will in time be rewarded 
with strange visitors; for even the shy- 
est of birds become friendly when win- 
ter cuts off their supply of food. ‘

People boarded and left the car, the

CULPEPPER, Va., Feb. 21.—Philip 
and James Strothers, brothers, were 
placed on trial today charged with the 
murder of their brother-in-law, Wil- 
liam F. Bywaters, on the night of Dec. 
15, within a few hours after he had 
been married to their sister, Miss 
Violet Strothers. The ‘“‘unwritten law’ 
will be the defense, and the trial 
promises to be the most sensational in 


Virginia since the trial and conviction 
of former Mayor McCue of Charlottes- 
Ville for the murder of his wife. 

Gov. Swanson has designated Judge 
Thomas W. Harrison of Winchester to 
preside at the speciai term of court, 
which was called for the trial of the 
Strothers brothers. Mrs. Bywaters has 
been in a critical condition since the 
night her husband was killed, but it 
is thought that she will be able to 
testify for the prosecution. 

There is every indication that the 
trial will be the most widely attended 
of any trial ever held here. Both fam- 
ljies are among the most prominent in 
this section of the State. William By- 
waters, the victim, was a clubman, 
horseman, politician and general 
“good fellow” about town. One of the 
defendants, James Strothers, is a lead- 
ing lawyer of Welch, W. Va., and a 
~ssnapagi of the West Virginia Legisla- 
ure. 

There is much feeling between the 
friends, political and otherwise. of the 
Bywaters and Strothers families, and 
the legal fight will be a notable one. 

Bywaters was married to Miss Violet 
Strothers in the presence of her broth- 
ers, at the old Strothers residence, at 
nightfall. But few friends knew of the 
marriage. Immediately after the cere- 
mony Bywaters insisted on leaving the 
residence, saying that-he desired to 1n- 
form his mother of his marriage, that 
she was weak and delicate and that he 
preferred telling her himself. 

The Strothers strenuously opposed his 
leaving the house and a quarrel ensued. 
Bywaters retreated to an upstairs room. 
He then attempted to escape py jsurmnp- 
ing from the roof of a porch, but the 
Strothers boys were waiting for him on 
the ground below, having anticipated 
some such a move.
